The question of the prevalence of 
gambling in this colony has again 
cropped up, a leader in Saturday’s 


Daily Press,and a letter in the China | 


Mail, keeping the subject well before 
the public. Our, morning contem-: 
poraty, on the alleged authority of 
a Chinese correspondent, repeats the 
astounding assertions which. we ecal- 
led attention to, and disproved by 
incontrovertible facts, and plain fig 
ures, on the 7th instant. The gentle- 
man who writes to the evening paper 
is evidently perfectly. well acquaint 
ed with the actual position of affairs, 
and as‘his views are expressed in 
every instance but one with becom-- 
ing moderation, we have much 
pleasure in directing ‘the attention 
of every onc interested in the matter, 
including the Daily Piess, to tho 
letter signed “ Enquirer” in Satur- 
day’s China Mail, tor a most impar- 
tial statement of the actual position 
of affairs. pos 
The suppression of gambling has 
always presented many difficultics to 
the authorities, since the licenses 
were cancelled, and the vice declared 
- illegal, That. the old system of 
Chinese detection was ill’ suited to 
tlie requirements of thd “Act which 
“prohibited gambling, cyents very 
soon plainly demonstrated; and we 
. are informed on what may be-con- 
sidered reliable authority, that oven 
~-after the closing of the public gambl- 
ing houses, the number. of private 
‘hells inswing, almost equalled the 
licensed houses ‘in their -palmicst, 
‘days. Taking a comrhon sense, 
practical view of the case, it appears 
to us a very grave question whether 
-Ahe..enforced. closing of--the public; 
gambling houses in this Colony was 
gach a master stroke of policy: after 
all. In the days of licensed houses, 
_gaming was conducted under: the 
immediate surveillance of the police

the Chinese residents of Hongkong 
have some claims on the considera-

The, great difficulty expvrienced 
in putting down gambling, may safely 
cnough be attributed to the improper 
and unsuitable system organised to 
mect the trouble at the commence- 
ment.’
